Wheat Still Dominant 

The latest issue of “Farm News,” published by 
the Information Service of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture at Ottawa, carries the results of a survey made 
on changes in wheat fanning since 1935 in the Vulcan 
area. ^ 

Although there is a trend to increased livestock 
production, this has not resulted in any noticeable 
changes in land usage and, as the report says, wheat 
production still enjoys an advantage over other types 
of farm production in the Vulcan area. 

The report continues: “The Vulcan district, which 
is fairly representative of the more productive spe¬ 
cialized wheat areas of the prairie wheat belt, lies in 
the dark brown soil zone of the prairie provinces. V. 
Gilchrist, of the Marketing Service of the Economics 
Division, Federal Department of Agriculture, reports 
that a study of these specialised wheat farms in 1952 
compared with one in 1935, indicates a development 
of trends similar to* those which occurred for most 
other types of farming in Canada. The average size 
of farms increased, labour input decreased, and was 
accompanied by an increase in machinery and equip¬ 
ment. The value of total farm capital was three to 
four times greater in 1952 than 17 years before. 

Technological improvements, wartime hog raising, 
and recent high prices of beef have not materially 
affected land use around Vulcan. The wheat pro¬ 
duction pattern had become well established in 1935, 
and since then the crop has continued to utilize about 
*i half of the land on all sizes of farms. There was a 
slight decrease in wheat production, however, when 
the Federal Government encouraged hog production 
m 1942 and 1943, and paid a summer-fallow bonus in 
1943. There has been also a slight shift in acreage 
from coarse grains and other crop's into summerfallow: 
A general trend towards larger farms shows an in¬ 
crease from an acreage of 758 acres in 1935 to 789 
acres per farm in 1952. ✓ 

As a result of higher prices and the additional 
equipment needed for economical farming, capital 
requirements to start farming in the area are much 
larger now than they were two decades ago. The in¬ 
crease in mechanization, however, ' was accompanied' 
by a decrease in the labour required for operations. 
An average farmer in the Vulcan area can operate a 
section and a half farm by himself, hiring labour for 
only a 4 or 5 month period, each year. Most of this 
additional help is needed, of course, during the 
seeding and harvesting seasons. 

There was a noticeable change in the financial 
position of the operators. The value of assets rose 
and that of liabilities fell. Land debt decreased in 
total but due to a rise in the cost of living, machinery 
and family expenses naturally increased.” 

Safe Driving Regulations 

Legislation calculated to make for safer driving 
of motor cars was introduced in the Alberta legislature 
by Hon. Gordon Tayor, minister of highways. After 
January 1, 1956, all motor vehicles must be equipped 
with turn indicators — the little lights that blink at 
the rear of the car, on th$ left when the turn is to be 
made that way and on the right for a right hand tilm 
New cars will be required to have a light on the dash 
board as a signal for the driver — red when the head¬ 
lights are high. 

Before a car owner can obtain a license to operate 
same he or she must provide proof of financial re¬ 
sponsibility. Accident prone drivers will have to im¬ 
prove or find themselves ruled off the highways. 

The public will approve of any reasonable steps 
that might be taken to eliminate the terrible toll of 
accidents involving motor vehicles. Last year there 
were 16,446 such accidents in Alberta, resulting in 
the death of 205 peoples and injuries to 3,632. The 
total monetary loss is estimated at $20 million. 

That toll of death and injury to human beings 
cannot be allowed to continue, Hon. Mr. Taylor said 
that 10 per cent of the drivers cause 90 per cent of 
the accidents. That 10 per cent must be kept off 
Alberta highways. — Brooks Bulletin 


Elimination of the dangerous crossings at the 
Nanton and Connemara bridges across the Little Bow, 
which is expected to be done this year, will be heartily 
endorsed by all.

ing from January 1st to March 31st 
inclusive and at and after the hour 
of nine o’clock from April 1st to 
December 31st, and except on 
Wednesday of each week, on which 
day such shops shall be closed at 
and after the hour of twelve o’¬ 
clock noon. 

’ Provided that repair parts or 
emergency supplies required in 
connection with farm machinery, 
supply of medicines, drugs or med¬ 
ical appliances and supply of any 
article required for immediate use 
by reason or because of an emer¬ 
gency arising from sickness or 
death, may be sold after the dos¬ 
ing hour in all cases for emer¬ 
gency. 

And further, provided that the 
terms of this By-Law shall not ap¬ 
ply to sales made at any fair or 
exhibition lawfully held, or at a 
buzatfr for charitalbe or church 
purposes, nor to any shop where 
no trade or business is carried on 
other than one or more of the 
t'-ades or businesses mentioned in 
the schedule hereto.

Besides, pro[X‘r seed treatment 
serves to protect the seed, particu¬ 
larly if it is light-weight, shrunken 
or weathered seed, from soil-bqrne 
organisms that cause seed rot and 
seedling blight. Seed that is pro¬ 
tected against these diseases will 
produce more uniform stands and 
higher yields. 

Best Treatments. The organic 
mercury compounds arc the best 
all-round seed disinfectants for oats 
and barley. The approved seed- 
treatment chemicals include such 
commercial compounds as Agrox C, 
Ccresan M, I-eytosaa, Liquisan and 
Panogen. Certain sample but im¬ 
portant rules must be observed if 
the best results are to be obtained 
Horn any seed treat men t. These 
may lx- listed as follow.*: (1) Clean 
the seed thoroughly before treat¬ 
ment. (2) Make sure the chemical 
is thoroughly mixed with the seed 
to ensure complete, uniform cover¬ 
age of each kernel. (3) Treat seed 
of barley and oats at least one week 
before sowing. Avoid over-treat¬ 
ment—don't overdose the seed. (4) 
Strictly observe the directions and 
precautions given by the manu¬ 
facturer.

EDMONTON — The seriousness 
with which the Alberta govern¬ 
ment views the collapse of nego¬ 
tiations between the federal gov¬ 
ernment und Trans-Canada Kpe 
Line Ltd. on the financing of a 
natural gas pipeline from Alberta 
to the east was evident in the 
legislature last week. 

It was expressed by Premier 
Manning during a 2-%-hour debate 
which saw spokemen for Liberal. 
CCF, and Progressive-Conservative 
parties stating their views and 
though no conclusion resulted, the 
upshot was an announcement that 
t lie cabinet is considering adjourn¬ 
ing the house when its current 
business is ended. 

This would be instead of proro¬ 
gation and would allow the gov¬ 
ernment to call a quick sitting 
after talks with the federal gov¬ 
ernment. the ^pipeline company 
and gas producers. 

Mr. Manning's statement was: 
"The collapse of the negotiations 
is extremely serious to Alberta 
and, to a lesser extent, to the 
whole of Canada. The responsibili¬ 
ty on Alberta is to see to it. in 
the light of these happenings, that 
we do whatever is the best and 
most constructive to resolvp the 
problem whicli confronts us, at the 
earliest possible date, and in the 
best interests of Alberta and Can¬ 
ada.”

I he government Bank ot Canada 
offered to put up money, if the 
company would allow the bank to 
purchase $5 million worth of com¬ 
mon shares and $60 million worth 


cf debentures which could be con¬ 
verted Into common stock. 

'Tt-ans-Canada turned down the 
offer not oecause it was not pre¬ 
pared to accept It, Mr. Roper 
t (aimed, but because the American 
company refused to supply gas to 
n company over which the Cano- 
dan government might exercise 
some control. 

-TRat an American company 
could refuse to supply Canadian 
gas for another part of Canada 
was outrageous to the CCF leader, 
and another indication Canada is 
becoming an economic colony of 
the US. With control over its own 
natural resources, he maintained, 
K is up to Alberta to tell the Am¬ 
erican company "where to get off.” 
If if Is not prepared to deliver gas 
on the terms of Ottawa asks to 
protect Canadian taxpayers, it 
should let -the government do 1«, 
he said. 

Mr. Manning said he and Trans- 
Canada officials had checked and 
could fnd no producer who was 
opposed to the government's re¬ 
quiring security for guaranteeing 
the bonds but, he added, the bank’s 
proposal went further.

Harper Prowse, L'beral leaver of 
the opposition, took a less nurried 
view. 

The far-larger gas reserves of 
Texas, he maintained, are tied up 
In long-range contracts that will 
see that state importing gas from 
beyond its boundaries In 10 years, 
while still exporting its own to 
other areas. He defended the fed¬ 
eral governments demand that the 


eastern line follow an all-Canadian 
route, stating gas would help dev¬ 
elop the vast undeveloped regions 
through which It will pass. 

He opposed slipping to the U.S., 
which he had said Is running 
short of gas, because it would-be 
used by industries competing with 
Canadian industry.

Grade Losses To Avoid 

(By W. 0. Malaher) 

The approach of spring brings 
with it several dangers about 
which those concerned with the 
handling of farmers’ grain are al¬ 
ready issuing a warning. In the 

’List place, at this time of year', 
there is always the danger that, 
because ot leaky roofs or faulty 
walls, some of the farm-stored 
grain may become wet and devel¬ 
op heated spots. 

It takes only a few kernels of 
heated or binburnt grain to cause 
w l o g s i n p ’ lU ftry an d t wr s giutflOfl 
may arise quite easily if a core of 
hi uted grain becomes mixed with 
good dry grain as it Is loaded" out. 

' Another danger, to which we 
draw attention at this time of year, 
is that of grain treated for seed 
v. ith^mercurlal or other fungicides. 
This practice brings with it dan¬ 
gers that have to be watched cloe- 
tiy, particularly by those who are 
charged with the responsibility of 
handling grain for human consum¬ 
ption and export. 

Every year a certain number of 
cars of grain are condemned by 
the Grain Inspection Department 
ur unfit for human consumption 
because of the presence of mercur¬ 
ial treated grain. Here again, in 
nmny eases, it may be Just a few 
bags of treated seed left over from 
seeding that find their way Into 
grain* that is delivered into the 
elevator E* - cry precaution should 
be taken, iherefore, to see that 
this does not happen and that 
v agons and other receptacles used 
in the handling of treated seed 
grain are thoroughly cleaned.
